Haynes, while he 
attended at Chappel, was very grave and attentive both at 
Prayers, and Exhortations. I viſited him in his moſt 
miſerable Condition, he declar'd himſelf a true Penitent, 
continuing in the ſame frame, after the intimation of the 


Report being made to his Majeſty and the near approach of 


his Death, 

WILLIAM MILLER was Indicted for aſſaulting 
Nicholas Bourn on the Highway, and taking from him a 
Coat and Hat, December 4. ; 

William Miller, as he ſaid, about 26 Years of Age, 
was born at Newcaſil? upon Tyne, of honeſt Parents, who 
had a regard for Religion, and gave him a good Example, 
inſtructing him in the Principles of Chriſtianity, and gi- 
ving him Education for other things ſuitable to his Stati- 
on. When of Age, his Father put him out ſeven Years 
Apprentice to a Tradeſman at Anwick, where he ſerv'd 
five Years and a Half, with much difficulty, becauſe of 
his Maſter's unkindneſs and cruelty to him, he having been 
ſo very hard upon him, that, as he ſaid, it was impoſſi- 
ble for him to ſerve out his whole Time; fo leaving his 
Maſter, he went about the Country and wrought as a 
Tourneyman with a Maſter, who ſhew'd him very much 
kindneſs. but when he heard that he had not ſerv'd his 
*Prenticeſhip out, he would not employ him, unleſs with 
the good will of his old Maſter ; and meeting with the 
ſame treatment from ſeveral others,he at laſt came to Lon- 
don, ſince no Body would give him Buſineſs at Home, 


When he came to London he took to be a Soldier, and | 


| fled from his Colours, and with difficulty got bis Officers 
reconcil'd to him again, without Proſecuting him capitally 
for Deſertion. About this time he married a Woman, 
whoſe former Husband is ſtill alive; which Woman (as he 
ſaid) was a great Drunkard , and what by extravagantly 
ſpending, or by her Husband a Blackſmith, not to moleſt, 
but ſuffer her to live peacebly with him, ſhe kept him al- 
ways miſerably Poor, ſo that his Employment of Basket-

Wowldoe of religious Matters than he had been former- 
Maſter off. Be declar'd himſelf truly penitent for all 
Sins, that he died in Peace with all Mankind, and 
t he died in Faith of being ſav'd only thro' the Merits 
Mediation of Jeſus Chriſt our dear Saviour. And 
ins repreſented to him the great Evil of Whoredom 
| Uncleanneſs, Whoremongers being excluded the 
dom of God, and how undecent and contrary to 
aſtiznity it was to correſpond with ſo many Women, 
ending Marriage to each of em, one of them having 
ther Husband whom he knew to he alive.

Upon this he drew 
and gave the unhappy Wound to Perry; being interrogate, 
if Perry drew upon him? he ſaid, he did, and wounded 
him in the Thumb of his right Hand, and pierc'd his Coat 
and Waſtcoat in the Rencounter. This Account he ſtood 
always to while he was in Health, and deliver'd the ſame 
to me, much to the ſame purpoſe as is above {et down, 
written and ſubſcrib'd by himſelf, as his laſt Declaration; 
and as he was to Anſwer to God the impartial Judge in a 
ſhort while. But immediately after that, falling into a vi- 
olent high Fever in the Held, when] viſited him there, he 
held by his ſor Confeſſion, but could ſcarcely ſpeak any. 
But afterwards recovering a little, as I viſited him, hs ſaid, 
he did not know whether Perry's Sword was drawn or not, 
this was after that he knew himſelf to be included in the
